Rev. Corser Preaches 
Sermon on Bishop Rowe 


Rey. Corser delivered a Bishop 
Rowe sermon at St. Philip’s last 
Sunday evening. {twas 25 years 
November 30 since the Bishop 
was called from his parish in 
Sault Ste Marie, Michigan, to be- 
come Bishop of Alaska. Mr. Cor- 
ser spoke of the hardships en- 
countered, the dangerous routes 
by which the Bishop has traveled, 
his unselfishness and the un- 
daunted spirit of the man as he 
has gradually widened the scope 
of his work and’ won friends ev- 
erywhere, He has always sensed 
the means by which he could help 
the men with whom he came in 
contact and by meeting the needs 
of the various communities, —a 
hospital here and a place where 
men could gather for decent so- 
ciability there,—he has won his 
way into their hearts and fur- 
thered the work of the Church. 
To commemmorate the Bishop’s 
25 years of faithful service, an 
endowment fund of $100,000 is 
being raised all over the country. 
This fund wilt enable Bishop 
Rowe to carry on his work in 
Alaska without having to make 
frequent tripseast to solicit funds. 
Financial worries and these trips 
to interest distant churches have 
often tired the Bishop more than 
the hazardous dog-sled travel 
which is a part of the work inthe 
north., Mr. Corser explained that 
while the Wrangell church could 
do little to help this year, some- 
thing will be attempted next year. 
Meanwhile, the Guild has given 
$25 to the fund with the promise 
of a larger amount later. Gov- 
ernor Riggs, Dean Christian of 
Juneau and others are members 
of the Endowment Fund commit- 
tee,

Followiug the death of Edward 
Ludecke'on May 28 apetition was 
circulated among the people of 
Wrangeli for the purpose of rais- 
ing money to erect a monument 
for Mr. Ludecke’s grave. The 
monument was ordered, but not 
received until recently.

Edward Ludecke was one of 
the original pioneers of Alaska, 
having come north as a United 
States soldier in1867. He issaid 
to have been a native of Germany. 
He was a resident of Wrangell 
for 39 years and had a host of 
friends here. In 1913 he was 
taken to the Pioneer Home at 
Sitka. It was his dying request 
that he be buried in Wrangell. 


A meeting was called at the 
assembly room of the schoolhouse 
Monday evening to organize a 
choral society under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Towers.

While a ladies’ trio 
or quartette may be organized by 
the few who have already signi- 
fied their intention to join, it is 
particularly desired that a mixed 
chorus be formed and it is hoped 
that.the men of the town will be- 
comeinterested. Wrangell should 
have a chorus of 30 voices. This 
chorus could be relied upon to 
furnish good music for any occa- 
sion that mightarise. Those tak- 
ing part would be amply repaid 
by the enjoyment which they 
would derive from the meetings 
of the society.

Shortly after Mr. Cole’s arrival 
in Wrangell Alex Vreatt began 
circulating a petition for the ap- 
pointment of Judge Wickersham 
as governor. 

Almost 200 residents of Wran- 
gell have signed the petition. 

James Wickersham was born 
in Patoka, Ill., August 24, 1857, 
and received a common school 
education. He was married to 
Miss Deborah S. Bell, of Roches- 
ter, Ill., October 27, 1880; was 
admitted to the bar in 1880; pro- 
bate judge, Pierce county, Wash., 
1884-8; city attorney, Tacoma, 
1894; member Washington House 
of Representatives, 189% In 1900 
he was appointed United States 
District Judge for the Third Dis- 
trict of Alaska. After holding 
the judgeship for seven years he 
resigned. He is the editor of 
Alaska Territorial Reports (law. ) 
He has written many articles on 
ethnological subjects. In 1908 he 
was elected delegate to 61st Con- 
gress from Alaska. He was re- 
elected to the 62nd, 63d, 64th and 
65th Congresses.

The houses, roofs and walls are 
built of metal; the fences also are 
constructed of it, with a wooden frame. 
The curious town of Newcastle, Ja- 
maica, is located on the side of a hill 
in such a way that none òf the houses 
are on the same level. Even in the 
graveyard, every tombstone is higher 
or lower than its neighbors,

Hides and Pelts 


Millions in Ap- — 
propriations Are 
Asked for Alaska 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7. 
—Alaska figures heavily in the 
estimates of the Government dè 
partments for the fiscal year 1922 
which were submitted to Congress 
today and made public. Sums 
never before asked for the Terri- 
tory are wanted now to carry on 
all work in the North, including 
railroads, roads, waterways, law 
enforcement, mining and other 
projects. 

The Alaskan Engineering com- 
mission this year asks for only 
four million dollars, as against 
seven million last year. It is es- 
timated that the work can be 
carried along more economically 
and on a smaller scale now that 
the road is nearing completion. 
The largest individual appropria- 
tion for any one project is that of 





= | $403,000 for the construction of 


the railroad bridge across the Ta- 
nana river. 

The army asks for $995,000 to 
carry on the construction of roads 
and trails, feeders to the railroad 
and to the waterways of the ter- 
ritory. There are also a number 
of bridges to be built. Last year 
the road commission estimate was 
only $350,000 and that was cut 
down. It is believed, however, 
that this year Congress will lend 
a more attentive ear to the needs 
of Alaska. 

For the maintenance of the 
Alaska Military cable and tele- 
graph system, an appropriation 
of $212,434 is asked. 

The navy wants a million dol- 
lars to carry on coal mining oper- 
ations in the Matanuska district. 

For the governor of Alaska, 
the Department of the Interior 
asks a salary of $7,500, together 
with $11,000 for expenses. This 
is an increase over last year. 

One of thacomprehensive pro- 
grams outlined is that of the 
lighthouse service which asks for 
$185,000 for a station at Cape

to navigation including lights at

000 to complete the lighthouse 
depot at Ketchikan.

The Forest Service estimates 
that it willrequire $7,983 for 
Chugach forest and $15,224 for 
tee Tongass forest care. 

The Biological survey wants 
$75,000 for the protection of land 
fur animals. 

For the Boundary Survey $55,- 
000 is asked and the Geological 
survey wants $190,000 for inves- 
tigating the mineral resources, 
while the Bureau of Mines asks 
for an appropriation of $75,000 
for the securing of a site and the 
erection of a buiding for the sta- 
tion at Fairbanks, 

To educate the Natives, the 
Bureau of Education asks for 
$419,000, and $125,000 for relief 
work and $5,000 for vocational 
education. 

One hundred and thirty-four 
thousand dollars is asked for the 
care of insane; $15,000 for rein- 
deer stations; $62,540 for the. 
p;otection of game; and $30,000 
for the suppression of the liquor 
tlaffic.
